SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETING 

The regular February meeting 
of the School Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
on Monday, February 10. Chair¬ 
man of the committee, J. M. Mc¬ 
Kay, presided, and committee 
members Frank Thurber, A. Mc¬ 
Alister, Earl Ericksen, George 
Moses and R. O. Bertrand were 
present. G. E. Voisey, representing 
the Town of Vulcan, was absent 
through illness. Also present at 
the meeting were E. K. Hawkes- 
worth, superintendent, and D. D. 
McQueen, secretary-treasurer. 

It was moved and carried that 
the Good Will Service Club be 
permitted to use the Home Econo¬ 
mics room at the Lomond School 
for sewing classes. 

Committee members discussed 
the matter of obtaining a share in 
the Arrowwood Fire Department. 
This matter had been discussed 
previously by the County Council, 
and it was decided that a share 
should be purchased in the fire 
associations in the district. Instrc- 
tions were given to the secretary 
to obtain a share from the Ar¬ 
rowwood Fire Department. 

Mr. Hawkesworth made the re¬ 
commendation that the Grade 7 
and 8 classes be moved from the 
Vulcan Elementary School to the 
Central High School effective Sep¬ 
tember 1st, 1964, and that the 
vice-principal of the High School 
be designated to supervise the 
Junior High School grades of 7, 8 
and 9. 

It was moved and carried that 
Mr. Hawkesworrth's suggestion be 
approved and that the Grades 7 
and 8 classes from the Vulcan 
Elementary School be incorporated 
in the Central High School, Vul¬ 
can. 

The Arrowwood Home and 
School Association requested a 
county official to attend their 
Home and School meeting on 
Feb. 18, to speak on behalf of 
the county. It was moved that 
Mr. Thurber attend this meeting. 

Regarding the Home and School 


Institute, to be held at Arrow- 
wood on Feb. 29, it was moved 
and carried that in view of the 
fact that Mr. McKay will be 
away on vacation, E. K. Hawkes¬ 
worth be given authority to speak 
to the Institute and answer ques¬ 
tions on behalf of the school com¬ 
mittee. 

It was moved and carried that 

D. R. Brown be advised that the 
county would toe pleased to ap¬ 
point him to the permanent staff 
at the end of this term. 

It was moved and carried that 
the school committee advise Mrs. 
Jeanne Riddell that the committee 
would be pleased to renew her 
temporary contract from year to 
year until further notice. 

At 4:00 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon, Robert Hill, Earl Brinton 
and Don Green, members of the 
Teachers’ Economic Committee, in¬ 
terviewed the committee in re¬ 
spect to the salary schedule and 
discussion was held on several 
points.! 

The \meeting adjourned until 
10:00 oxlock in the forenoon of 
Tuesday, Feb. 11, 1964. 

The committee re-convened at 
10:00 o’clock in the forenoon on 
Tuesday to discuss the matter of 
Indian children attending the 
school at Arrowwood. The Indian 
Agent, A. H. Murray, Mr. Muir, 
supervisor of the school on the 
reserve, and Mr. Broadhead, in¬ 
spector of the Indian schools, in¬ 
terviewed the committee to dis¬ 
cuss this matter. Duane Binning, 
Principal of Arrowwood School 
was also present, as well as Mr. 

E. K. Hawkesworth, superinten¬ 
dent, , . , 

It was noted that there were 39 
Indian children attending the Ar¬ 
rowwood School at the present 
time, and that the total enrolment 
at Arrowwood was 139 pupils. The 
general viewpoint of those discuss¬ 
ing this matter, both the Indian 
Department officials and the 
county officials, was that this was

A dramatic turn of events in the 
Vulcan Recreation Centre’s develop¬ 
ment program has sparked new life 
and hope into the group’s campaign 
for artificial ice and community 
centre facilities. 

The building pictured above is 
premises of the Meadowlark Curling 
Club of South'Calgary. The land on 
which it is located has been sold to 
make way for a new shopping centre 
and the building must be demolished 
before May 1st. 

The seven year old establishment 
is to be sold either as a whole or in 
part— fixtures, furnishings, ice 
plant, etc. — and Vulcan has a 
chance to bid on it with better-than- 
average chance of being accepted. 

The construction, demolition and 
house-moving firm of Bill Wear- 
mouth Holdings Ltd. is negotiating 
with Oxford Leaseholds who wish to 
purchase the property and have 
Wearmouth Holdings remove it for 
them. Wearmouth Holdings Ltd. 
have offered to dismantle the 
building, all materials and equip- 
rnentv and trirviport it to a site at 
Vulcan for the price of $33,200. Re¬ 
placement value of the building as 
it stands is given at $175,000 and 
value of the ice plant which handles 
eight sheets is set at $30,000. 

Until now the Recreation Cen¬ 
tre’s campaign had been based on 
remodelling of the old arena for ar¬ 
tificial ice and the eventual inclusion 


of recreation facilities. This re¬ 
modelling was considered as the 
only avenue because of the prohibi¬ 
tive cost of complete new building 
facilities. The campaign has so far 
netted approximately $15,000 in cash 
and pledges out of the objective of 
$55,000 and it is no secret that the 
public has been split several ways 
over this issue. There are those who 
want artificial ice only; those who 
want community centre facilities 
only or first but it is felt the great¬ 
est body of opposition is unwilling to 
put money into the old arena for 
either purpose. 

And so the Centre committee, 
judging from information on hand 
at present,' feels that, given support, 
and a successful bid, the plan can 
give Vulcan artificial ice and a 
community centre under one roof. 
The problems involved would be 
many and difficult but the committee 
feels the possibilities of such an 
undertaking are so great that it 
warrants not only their complete in¬ 
vestigation but also the interest of 
everyone in the town and district. 

One important factor is a suit¬ 
able location for the building and in 
this regard it is revealed that there 
is an excellent chance of obtaining 
the west half of the block on which 
the Vulcan Armouries is situated. 
This is presently the property of the 
Department of National Defence but 


as it is not being used by the Re¬ 
serve Unit, Calgary Highlanders and 
as there are no plans for expansion, 
ir is hoped it may be obtained for 
such a purpose as is being project¬ 
ed. Building chairman Boyd McKay 
was to have sought an interview with 
army officials at Calgary Wednes¬ 
day of this week on the matter. 

Bill Wearmouth of the demoli¬ 
tion company was present at a meet¬ 
ing last Sunday attended by 29 per¬ 
sons, including members of the Re¬ 
creation Centre and left details of 
the undertaking plus a basic list of 
items in the building and the per¬ 
centage recoverable of these items. 

In order that full ice surface and 
community centre facilities can be 
adequately provided for it is esti¬ 
mated that the length of the build¬ 
ing would have to be increased 40 
feet and Mr. Wearmouth was asked 
to forward a price of the extension 
along with the cost of a complete re¬ 
building job here at Vulcan. 

Future action on the part of the 
Recreation Centre will now be based 
on this information and from 
opinions gathered by a representa¬ 
tive group which was to have toured 
the curling rink on Wednesday of 
this week. Another luncheon meeting 
is planned for the New Club Cafe on 
Friday, open to interested persons, 
at which it is hoped a reply will have 
been received from Mr. Wearmouth.

Scenes reminiscent of the dust storms of the 
30’s have been all too common this past month and the 
swirling clouds of topsoil have at times cut highway visibility 
to a few yards, forcing motorists to drive with headlights on 

Some fields with good trash cover or well stripped have 
not suffered too much but other fields show marked signs of 
wind erosion. Unless rain or a heavy snowfall is received very- 
soon the wind erosion is likely to continue. 

Methods of combatting this soil erosion caused by clima¬ 
tic conditions will be discussed at meetings sponsored by the 
County Agricultural Service Board, at the Vulcan Cafe banquet 
room on Thursday, March 12, at 8:00 p.m., and at the Her- 
ronton Community Hall on Monday, March 16, at 8:00 p.m.

The mild, open winter, almost 
free from snow in the Vulcan area 
since Christmas, is having serious 
consequences as summerfallowed 
fields are giving up precious top¬ 
soil to the strong winds which 
have swept Southern Alberta dur¬ 
ing the last two to three weeks. 

With the exception of the oc¬ 
casional light snow fall, which has 
disappeared within hours, fields 
have been bare for the most of 
the winter and the prevailing wes¬ 
terly Chinook winds have robbed 
Hi.- topsoil or moisture Furmors 
and townspeople have come to 
dread the sound of rising winds 
which have greeted them on many 
mornings as a signal of dust 
storms and their grim results. 

In the Carman gay. Barons and 
southern areas methods of farm¬ 
ing help to combat the blowing 
but to the north of Vulcan this 
preventive farming is not usually 
accented, so ditches are clogged 
with piled soil. 

Clarence Roth, local District 
Agriculturist describes the farmers' 
plight as mostly due to unforsee- 
able circumstances, however there 
is more than one farmer regret¬ 
ting the baling of straw following 
harvest two years ago instead of 


leaving it for trash cover. 

The topsoil is categorized into 
three densities by research men; 
the coarse or sand particles, the 
medium silt particles and fine 
powdery grains which rise and are 
suspended into clouds during winds. 
Extreme damage comes at ground 
level during the saltation process 
in which the sand particles blast 
against the silt lumps of soil in 
a miniature explosion and from 
this disintegration comes more 
free particles which bounce along 
the felfitTvely" she:f5th lflhd siiffafe 
to repeat the process. 

Mr. Roth and the Agricultural 
Service Board stafl have been ex¬ 
perimenting with special shovels 
on double - standard cultivators 
which will go down into the fro¬ 
zen soil several inches and turn 
over ridges v/hich will help allevi¬ 
ate the saltation problems. One 
field on the Russel Graham farm 
which was blowing was worked 
Tuesday of this week by (wo trac¬ 
tors pulling Nobio Blades which 
were equipped with special eight 
inch shovels. The shovels penetrat¬ 
ed (he frozen undersurface while 
sharp but quickly lost their edge. 
An attempt was to bo made to re¬ 
surface shovels for longer wear.
